Thug- you ſee- that even Rocks-of Braſs, contrived 
into a Fortreſs, founded uponthis Terreftrial-Globe, - are only to

As in Lombaray itt Italy an Earthquake,continuing forty 
days, removed a Town from the place where it ſtood a great way 
of. But one Inſtance more may ſerve, allowing me to be particular 
ig it, hecauſe of its Ktrangeneſs.and fulneſs to my purpoſe; both Mr. 
Camden and Mr. Speed tell vs, Thatin the Year 1571. inthe Coun> 
ty of Hereford, the Earth began to open at ſixa Clock in the Eyen- 
ings. and-an-Hill with a Rock upon'it (enkng at firſt a great bel- 
lowing noiſe, which was heard a great way off) lifred it ſelf up a 
great height and began to travel, bearing along with it the Trees 
that grew upon it, the Sheep-folds and Flocks of Sheep abiding 
there at the ſame time: In the place from whence it firſt moved it 
left a gaping diſtance, carrying —_—— it about 26 Acres of 
rn ; paſling along it oyerthrewa ppel ſtanding in its way : 
With the like force it thruſt before it the Highways, es, and 
Trees; it made Tilled Ground become Paſture, and turned Paſture 


into; Tillage. Having thus walked from Saturday in the Evening 


till AGenday Noon, it then ſtood ſtill and moved no more.
